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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors, 

State  Hospital,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  custom,  your  attention  is 
called  to  the  enclosed  report  for  the  State  Hospital  at 
Raleigh  for  the  biennial  period  ending  June  30,  1940.  This 
report  states  in  detail  matters  pertaining  to  the  operation  of 
the  hospital  during  the  period  mentioned,  indicating  the  num- 
ber of  patients  who  were  admitted,  the  number  who  were 
discharged,  and  also  the  number  of  deaths  which  occurred 
and  the  types  of  mental  illnesses  from  which  patients  were 
suffering.  The  report  also  includes  the  financial  condition  of 
the  hospital,  indicating  the  appropriation,  and  the  disposition 
which  was  made  of  the  amount  allocated  to  the  hospital.  The 
details  indicated  in  this  report  cover  the  two-year  period,  but 
each  month  at  the  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  such 
matters  have  been  explained  in  detail  to  the  executive  com- 
mittee, who  have  had  close  contact  with  the  affairs  of  the 
hospital  from  these  monthly  reports.  Our  admission  rate  for 
the  two-year  period  was  1,661,  which  was  a decrease  over 
the  corresponding  two  years,  but  this  was  due  to  the  fire- 
proofing project  which  was  completed  during  the  biennial 
period. 


PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS 

A special  session  of  the  Legislature  was  called  by 
Governor  Hoey  in  August  1938,  which  passed  a budget 
permanent  improvement  bill,  which  authorized  an  expendi- 
ture of  $1,280,500  less  a PWA  grant  of  $576,225.  This 
appropriation  was  used  for  fireproofing  and  renovation  of 
old  buildings  at  the  hospital,  some  of  which  were  without  the 
safeguards  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  patients.  Some 
of  the  buildings  could  not  be  renovated,  and  therefore  new 
buildings  were  constructed  in  place  of  such  buildings.  This 
is  true  with  the  epileptic  colonies,  both  of  which  had  fire- 
proof protection  in  only  a small  section  of  each  building, 
and  the  remainder  of  each  building  had  to  be  torn  down  and 
rebuilt.  The  same  is  true  with  the  Adams  building,  which  is 
used  for  the  male  patients  who  work  on  the  farm.  This 
building  could  not  be  renovated  and  rendered  fireproof,  and 
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consequently  was  replaced  by  a new  building;  and  the  same 
is  true  of  the  Erwin  building  for  women,  and  the  tubercular 
buildings;  also  a wing  of  the  Dobbin  infirmary.  An  addition 
was  made  to  the  criminal  insane  department.  A new  building 
was  constructed  for  women  with  a capacity  of  66,  and  a new 
building  for  the  male  attendants.  Fireproofing  the  buildings 
is  one  of  the  greatest  improvements  that  has  been  made  in 
the  hospital  for  many  years.  It  did  not,  however,  materially 
increase  our  accommodations  for  patients.  The  total  increase 
would  amount  to  166  beds.  This  consisted  of  a new  building 
for  women,  66  patients,  50  beds  on  the  male  wards,  due  to 
the  fact  that  a building  was  constructed  for  the  attendants, 
and  60  additional  beds  in  the  criminal  insane  department. 

ADDITIONAL  PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS 

Additional  permanent  improvements  are  unquestionably 
needed  to  take  care  of  our  increasing  population,  and  con- 
stant demands  which  are  made  upon  us.  A detailed  report 
of  our  requirements  has  been  made  to  the  Advisory  Budget 
Commission,  and  it  is  hoped  that  our  recommendations  will 
be  given  due  consideration.  We  feel  that  those  who  are 
suffering  from  a mental  disorder  should  be  admitted  to  the 
hospital  as  promptly  as  possible,  and  this  is  especially  true 
with  youthful  applicants.  The  hospital  should  not  be  con- 
sidered as  a last  resort  for  those  who  are  unfortunately 
suffering  from  a mental  disorder,  but  there  are  many  who 
could  be  sent  here  in  the  early  stages  of  a mental  disorder 
who  would  unquestionably  be  improved.  This  cannot  be 
accomplished,  however,  if  they  are  put  in  wards  with  the 
chronically  deteriorated  patients,  and  are  so  crowded  that 
they  are  without  the  necessary  comforts  which  should  be 
essential  for  the  treatment  of  any  type  of  illness. 

It  has  also  been  explained  to  the  Advisory  Budget  Com- 
mission that  we  need  additional  doctors,  nurses,  and  attend- 
ants, in  order  to  carry  out  the  proper  requirements  of  a 
mental  hospital.  The  development  of  an  objective  attitude  is 
essential  in  many  types  of  mental  disorders,  and  this  can 
only  be  done  with  the  assistance  of  those  who  have  had 
experience  in  taking  care  of  such  problems. 

THE  ROYSTER  MEDICAL  CENTER 

This  building  is  used  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  our 
medical  and  surgical  cases  which  arise  among  the  patients 
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and  employees  of  the  hospital.  A detailed  report  is  appended 
indicating  the  number  of  operations  which  were  performed 
in  our  medical  center.  These  operations  are  performed  by  our 
consulting  surgeons,  and  at  times  by  members  of  our  staff. 
The  building  is  under  the  supervision  of  registered  nurses, 
is  equipped  with  an  X-ray  machine,  and  continues  to  be 
recognized  by  the  American  College  of  Surgeons. 

THE  DOBBIN  INFIRMARY 

This  building  is  used  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  bed- 
ridden women  patients.  We  should  have  a building  of  this 
type  for  men. 


CRIMINAL  INSANE  DEPARTMENT 

The  addition  which  was  made  to  this  building  was  of 
material  assistance,  as  we  had  overrun  the  capacity  to  a 
great  extent.  At  the  present  time  we  have  a capacity  in  this 
building  of  198,  and  we  have  approximately  175  patients 
who  were  committed  as  criminals.  We  also  are  compelled  to 
use  the  building  for  patients  from  the  mental  department 
who  are  prone  to  escape,  as  it  is  the  only  building  in  which 
we  can  feel  certain  that  an  escape  would  not  be  effected. 
We  have  asked  for  an  addition  to  this  building  from  the 
Advisory  Budget  Commission,  and  we  requested  that  an 
occupational  therapy  department  be  included  in  this  addition, 
so  that  we  can  give  employment  to  many  in  this  building 
who  would  be  benefitted  by  occupational  therapy. 

DOROTHEA  DIX  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 

Included  in  our  improvements  should  be  mentioned  the 
construction  of  class  rooms  at  the  nurses’  home.  These  class 
rooms  were  required  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Nurse 
Examiners,  and  it  has  fulfilled  a long  felt  need  at  the  Hos- 
pital, as  heretofore  our  only  class  rooms  were  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Main  building.  We  feel  that  the  school  of  nursing 
is  quite  an  addition  to  the  hospital,  and  in  fact,  it  is 
recognized  as  one  of  the  requirements  of  a standard  psy- 
chiatric institution.  Our  graduates  are  employed  in  the  hos- 
pital when  we  have  positions  for  them,  and  when  positions 
are  not  available  here  they  do  not  have  any  difficulty  in 
obtaining  employment  elsewhere. 
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RELIGIOUS  SERVICES  AND  AMUSEMENT 

Religious  services  are  held  each  Sunday  morning  in  our 
chapel  at  8 :30  by  the  ministers  of  Raleigh.  The  ministers 
serve  us  in  rotation,  and  in  this  way  we  have  ministers  from 
several  denominations.  They  have  been  exceedingly  kind  and 
cooperative,  and  preside  over  these  services  with  enthusiasm, 
and  we  feel  it  has  been  quite  helpful  to  the  many  patients 
who  attended  the  services. 

In  the  way  of  amusements,  we  have  the  regular  dance  on 
Friday  night,  and  also  have  the  ball  park,  which  continues 
to  be  enjoyed.  Recently  we  have  installed  a moving  picture 
show.  The  hospital  was  provided  with  moving  picture  facili- 
ties years  ago,  but  when  the  silent  pictures  went  out  of 
vogue  we  were  without  the  necessary  equipment.  Recently 
we  have  installed  the  moving  picture  equipment  with  the 
talking  features,  and  we  are  having  a show  each  Wednesday 
night.  It  might  be  mentioned  in  this  connection  that  we  do 
not  have  any  provisions  in  our  budget  to  take  care  of  the 
pictures  which  are  provided  each  week,  and  through  the 
kindness  of  the  distributing  offices  in  Charlotte  of  the 
Moving  Picture  Industry,  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  the 
films  without  cost  to  the  hospital.  We  are  also  very  much 
indebted  to  Mr.  W.  G.  Enloe,  district  manager  of  the  Moving 
Picture  Industry  in  Raleigh,  who  has  given  his  advice  and 
assistance  in  every  possible  way. 

THE  NEW  FARM 

An  additional  acreage  of  570  acres  were  added  to  our 
farm  by  purchase  in  the  fall  of  1938.  This  acreage  consists  of 
one  hundred  acres  which  adjoins  our  present  farm  and  470 
acres  which  are  approximately  half  a mile  from  our  property. 
This  addition  has  been  of  material  assistance  to  us,  as  our 
farm  is  used  for  occupational  therapy  for  many  of  our  mental 
patients,  as  well  as  giving  us  the  benefit  of  fresh  vegetables 
during  the  season,  and  furnishing  farm  produce  for  our  dairy 
and  other  stock. 

CONCLUSIONS 

There  has  been  a close  contact  between  the  members  of 
the  Board  and  the  employees  at  the  hospital  during  this 
period,  which  was  also  mentioned  in  previous  reports.  We 
have  also  enjoyed  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  our  con- 
sulting surgeon  staff.

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CARPENTER  AND  PAINT  DEPARTMENT 

I hereby  report  work  done  in  the  carpenter  and  paint  department  from 
June  30,  1938  to  June  30,  1940. 

Due  to  the  new  building  program  which  has  recently  been  completed, 
much  work  done  by  the  carpenter  department  has  been  of  a temporary 
nature — such  as  moving  patients,  beds,  and  ward  furnishings  from  build- 
ings to  be  repaired  or  rebuilt  to  temporary  quarters,  and  at  the  com- 
pletion of  the  new  buildings  removed  again  to  the  new  quarters.  Work  of 
a permanent  nature  includes  the  following: 

Poured  concrete  floor  (328  sq.  ft.)  in  serving  room  of  the  Royster 
building,  repaired  plastering  and  painted  same  three  coats.  Poured  con- 
crete floor  (1,100  sq.  ft.)  in  patients’  dining  room  at  Harvey  building, 
and  painted  cabinets,  shelves,  and  other  fixtures  there.  A new  oven 
was  installed  at  the  bakery  (by  contract)  and  after  the  old  one  was 
removed,  we  poured  concrete  floor  (approximately  240  sq.  ft.)  as  a base 
for  the  new  oven;  removed  one  door  and  closed  the  opening,  and  cut 
openings  for  two  new  doors  so  as  to  allow  needed  room  for  firing  the 
ovens.  At  the  nurses’  home  we  put  new  floors  in  one  porch,  repaired 
floor  in  several  places  in  hallway,  also,  repaired  plastering  and  painted 
all  new  work,  sanded  floor  and  finished  same  with  shellac  and  varnish. 
Repairs  were  made  to  the  greenhouse  such  as  replacing  broken  glass, 
repairing  ventilators  and  plant  beds.  Painted  basement  floor,  walls  and 
stairway  leading  to  basement  at  Dr.  Ashby’s  residence.  Painted  living 
room  at  Dr.  Liles’  home,  put  new  roof  on  garage  and  repaired  screens 
at  his  residence.  Painted  dining  room,  kitchen,  bathroom,  and  pantry 
at  Mr.  Page’s  residence,  screened  back  porch  and  repaired  window  and 
door  screens.  Built  new  room  12  x 16  to  Strickland  cottage,  also  a new 
stove  flue,  screened  back  porch  and  repaired  other  screens  on  the  building. 
Removed  old  weather  boarding,  roof  and  floor  from  Holder  cottage  and 
replaced  same  with  new  and  painted  exterior  of  house  two  coats.  Also, 
painted  potato  barn  near  this  cottage  with  two  coats;  one  coat  was 
applied  on  roof.  Built  and  painted  new  bathroom  at  attendants’  cottage 
near  ballpark.  Built  new  porch  at  dairyman’s  cottage,  and  repaired  one 
at  the  Laughinghouse  cottage.  Built  new  chicken  house  120'  x 20'  and 
painted  same.  The  building  has  two  partitions  which  make  three  separate 
apartments  40'  x 20'  thereby  reducing  crowding.  Built  and  installed  28 
new  ironing  boards  in  the  laundry  and  built  necessary  tables,  cabinets, 
and  shelves.  Painted  porch  roof  at  Dobbin  infirmary  and  water  table  on 
M ward,  also  the  roofs  on  shelter  at  the  spring  and  on  summer  house 
in  front  of  Center  building.  Painted  approximately  200  beds  and  put  new 
springs  in  300.  In  Center  building  we  sanded  and  finished  with  shellac 
and  varnish  three  bedrooms,  one  two-room  apartment,  reception  room, 
filing  room,  and  a portion  of  the  hallway  on  first  floor  using  three  coats 
of  shellac  and  one  coat  of  varnish  on  each.  Built,  painted,  and  installed 
45  window  screens  for  windows  in  rear  portion  of  building.  Installed  new 
window  shades  in  Center  building,  Governor’s  building,  new  addition  to 
nurses  home  and  at  Williams’  Hall.  Built  tables  and  shelves  in  storage, 
filing  and  jelly  rooms  in  basement  of  Center  building,  also  broom,  mop 
and  towel  racks  for  bathrooms  and  toilets.  Repaired  plastering  and 
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painted  serving  rooms  and  fixtures  adjoining  each  patients’  dining  rooms. 
Made  case  openings  in  walls  adjoining  diet  and  officers’  kitchens  con- 
necting each  directly  with  the  store  room  and  built  all  necessary  tables, 
shelves  and  cabinets  and  painted  same.  Built,  painted,  and  installed  34 
windows  and  six  door  screens  in  amusement  hall.  Sanded  the  floor  of  amuse- 
ment hall  (approximately  9,000  sq.  ft.)  and  finished  it  with  three  coats 
of  shellac.  Built  shelves  totaling  1,344  sq.  ft.  at  the  new  store  room, 
800  sq.  ft.  at  the  Council  building,  and  864  sq.  ft.  at  the  Kirby  building. 
Also,  built*  new  courtyard  shelter  at  the  Kirby  building  and  painted 
same.  After  the  patients  were  removed  from  the  old  Erwin  building  the 
rooms  on  first  and  second  floors  were  remodeled  to  meet  the  requirements 
for  apartments,  and  there  are  now  51  employees  living  there.  The  same 
remodeling  process  was  done  at  the  Adams  building  in  the  attendants 
quarters  and  two  families  live  there.  Built  24  stepladders  for  use  in 
different  departments.  Repaired  locks,  guards,  sash,  doors,  windows, 
screens,  tables,  chairs,  and  replaced  broken  window  and  door  glass  where 
necessary.  Built  benches  for  courtyards  and  ward  porches.  Built  coffins 
and  buried  the  dead.

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ENGINEER’S  REPORT 

The  engineering  department  sold  North  Carolina  State  College  and 
the  School  for  the  Blind  135,354  kw.  hrs.  during  1938-1939  and  170,555 
kw.  hrs.  during  1939-40.  The  total  revenue  for  the  two  years  was  (135,354 
plus  170,555)  x 2 4 = $6,118.18. 

For  the  biennium  199,762  lbs.  ice  was  delivered  to  state  buildings  in 
Raleigh  at  50^  per  hundred  lbs. 

Major  Repairs  and  Improvements 

There  were  only  two  boiler  feed  pumps  in  the  power  plant,  a Gould 
centrifugal  pump  driven  by  a Terry  turbine,  and  a Gardner  reciprocating 
pump.  The  Gardner  pump  was  not  of  sufficient  capacity  to  take  care  of 
the  peak  heating  loads.  Therefore,  it  was  necessary  to  install  another 
pump  that  would  take  care  of  these  peak  loads  to  act  as  a stand-by  for 
the  Gould  pump.  Through  the  aid  of  Mr.  Rothgeb,  the  state  engineer, 
the  hospital  secured  a Worthington  pump  from  A.  & T.  College  in 
Greensboro.  This  pump  had  been  removed  frorti  service  at  A.  & T.  College 
because  it  was  too  large  for  their  needs. 

The  pump  was  rebuilt  and  installed  with  a Fisher  differential  pump 
governor  to  control  the  operation  of  the  pump. 

In  the  $1,280,500.00  building  program  that  was  carried  on  during  this 
biennium,  it  was  necessary  to  occupy  some  of  the  new  buildings  before 
the  new  electric  distribution  system  was  complete.  The  engineering  depart- 
ment made  the  following  temporary  electric  connections  to  the  following 
buildings:  New  T.  B.,  Adams,  Woman’s,  Governor’s  buildings,  South 
wings,  addition  to  the  nurses’  home,  and  addition  to  the  Dobbin  infirmary. 

In  locating  the  new  Adams  building  it  was  necessary  to  move  435' 
of  6"  T.  C.  sewer  line.  This  line  was  moved  by  the  engineering  depart- 
ment at  an  approximate  cost  of  $85.00.  The  low  bid  on  this  project 
was  $435.00.  Patient  labor  was  used  for  ditching  and  back  filling. 

Seven  new  food  trucks  were  made  at  an  average  cost  of  $20.00.  The 
purchase  price  quoted  on  trucks  of  similar  design  was  $50.00  each. 

The  shoulder  bolts  in  120  handhole  plates  for  250  h.  p.  Casey-Hedge 
boiler  were  replaced  at  an  average  cost  of  20^  each.  The  price  of  new 
handhole  plates  quoted  by  boiler  people  was  $1.50. 

The  governor  pins  and  bushings  were  replaced  in  the  governor 
mechanism  of  320  h.  p.  Harrisburg  Unaflow  engine. 

The  10  h.  p.  boiler  at  the  dairy  was  condemned  by  the  boiler  inspector. 
This  boiler  was  replaced  with  a 6 h.  p.  Lookout  boiler.  This  boiler  was 
secured  from  the  E.R.A.  at  no  cost  to  the  hospital. 

There  was  not  sufficient  supply  of  hot  water  at  the  dairy  for  the 
proper  washing  of  the  milk  containers;  therefore,  a 120-gallon  tank  was 
installed  and  the  hot  water  heater  that  was  formerly  used  at  the  male 
colony  was  connected  to  this  tank.  This  new  arrangement  gives  sufficient 
amount  of  hot  water  per  day  with  only  two  hours  firing  daily.
